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Among the innumerable inventions which have 
rendered the present age celebrated, we have the assessment, in each county, of a tax on all 


not found or heard of one that is just what we 
need for hulling barley. There have been sev- 
eral invented which promised, for a time, to work 
well; but either they were not durable, or did 
not work in all respects so perfectly as was 
wished, or they were too expensive. Now 
hulled barley is an article that would come into 
extensive use and demand, could it be provided 


cheaply. We do not by this mean what is sold 


at the Apotheearies’ shops under the name of| 


* pearl barley,”’ but the barley deprived merely 
of its hull. Itis then a wholesome, nutricious 
article for soups and puddings, and it would sup- 
ply the place of rice very extensively, provided 
it could be prepared at a cheap rate. Several 
years ago the Kennebee County Ag. Society of- 
fored a pretty generous premium for a machine 
that would hull barley or oats in an expeditious 
and perfect manner. 

Two or three machines were brought forward, 
but none of them exactly came up to what was 
desired. The best one that was offered was the 
invention of a couple of young men east of this, 
whose names we do not recollect. It was made, 
if we mistake not, in this manner. A wheel, 
say a foot and a half in diameter, and three 
inches thick, was filled with board nails (cut- 
nails) with their points projecting outwards. 
This was hung on an axis, with a case or shell, 
which shell was also full of similar nails, with 
their points projecting inwards. ‘The wheel was 
made to revolve with great speed, and the barley 
which was fed in by means of a hopper, was 
thus subjected to a terrible scratching among the 
nails. 

This would hull admirably for a short time, but 
the nails soon grew dull, and needed to be re- 
placed very often, and hence was not used long. 
We used barley that was hulled in it, and found 
it to be excellent. 

Cannot some Yankee invent a machine for this 
business that will be cheap, efficient and durable! 
If so, let him speak. 


Milk Vinegar. 

Every family uses vinegar of some kind. In 
this State it is mostly made from cider. It may 
be made also from other material, such as from 
the sapeof the maple, water sweetened, and 
water in which some spirits has been mingled. 
It may also be made from the whey of milk, and 
This sugar is ex- 





also from the sugar of milk. 
tracted from whey. 

We are told by some writers who have trav- 
eled in Switzerland, that the cowherds in that 
country adopt the fullowing process, to make the 
sugar. After they have separated all the case- 
ous (cheesy) and oily particles, the whey is clar- 
ified and boiled until reduced to one-fourth part 
of the whole, when tey deposit itin wooden or 
earthen pans in a cool place. In a short time 
the saccharine particles are crystallized, the phleg- 
matic part, as they call the fluid part, is turned 
off carefully, and the sugar dried upon paper of 
a porous kind. 

This operation may be accelerated by evapo- 
rating the whey entirely, but the sugar which 
remains at the botiom of the kettle is colored and 
unfit for medical uses. 

The process of making vinegar out of milk is 
very simple. After having clarified the whey, 
it is poured into casks with some aromatic plants 
or elder blossoms, just as it suits the faney, (we 
presume no plants of any kind are needed,) and 
exposed in open air to the sum, where it soon 
acquires an uncommon degree of acidity. 

Vinegar is generally colored by some impuri- 
ties or foreign matters in the material from which 
it is manufactured: thus cider vinegar has a red- 
dish color from the mucilage and other vegetable 
matter in the cider. It may be separated from 
these, and rendered almost colorless, by filtering 
it through pulverized charcoal. 

Pure acetic acid, which is the basis of vinegar, 
may be obtained by disiilling vinegar. 
clear and a very acid liquor.

Frienp Hotes :—Having seen a number of 
communications from various individuals in re- 
gard to winter wheat the past season, I thought 
I would write and let my brother farmers know 
what success I have had, and if it will be the 
means of encouraging others to try it, I shall be 
fully remunerated for my trouble. 

Last year a neighbor of mine had a piece of 
burnt land, containing four acres. I told him I 
would furnish seed, and we would sow it togeth- 
er, and have equal shares; but he, not having 
much faith in it, was rather to a stand what to 
do, but he finally consented, and I accordingly 
went to Waterville, and obtained four bushels of 
the ‘* Banner wheat,”’ of William H. Pearson, 
and sowed it the first week in September, and 
harrowed it thoroughly in, and the last week in 
July we cut and shocked it, and in about a fort- 
night we hauled it in, and threshed out one hund- 
red and one bushels of well cleaned, handsome 
wheat, and now it is nearly all sowed again.

The road from Bretton’s Mills, in Livermore,

Franklin Plantation, Ramford, Hanover, Newry 
and Letter A, No. 2, w within six miles of Lake 
Umbagog, although through the most moun- 
tainous part of the country, is, for the distance, 


we have ever traveled in Maine. There are no 
hills of any amount, and, with scarcely an excep- 
| tien, the roads are in a perfect state of repair. 
We had supposed that to find so good and easy 
a road in such a mountainous country were im- 
possible. 


The travel has, of late years, changed from 
The lumber which 
used to be hauled to the Kennebec, has disap- 
peared from the forests ; and the railroads which 
are being located in the south-eastern part of the 
State, are inviting the travel in that direction. 

The inhabitants are intelligent, communicative 
and generous. We were hardly cheered with 
the sight of a board that invited us to call and 
be refreshed on the whole route; but we could 
stop where we pleased, stay as long as we 
pleased, and settle the bill with our Yankee 
tongue, if we pleased. 

If a farmer here is so fortunate as to take an 
agricultural paper, it is, with very few excep- 
tions, published out of the State. This’ is not, 
we thirk, as it should be. Let them patronize 
agricultural papers published in their own State, 
because, first, they should sustain the industry 
of their own State; second, home should inter- 
est them most, and the domestic news in our 
own papers is certainly more interesting than in 
foreign ; and, third, the agricultural information 
is suited to their wants, their soil, their climate, 
their animals and their markets. 

For the purpose of observation we have visited 
seven mountains,—Bear Mt., in Livermore, 
Trask and Black, in , Mollocker, in Wood- 
stock, White Cap and Glass Face in Rumford, 
and that prince of mountains, Speckled Mt., in 
Letter A, No. 2. 

Black Mt. is higher than any mountain we 
took therefrom, easterly or southerly, between 


east to west, transversely. 





Mt., New Vineyard, N. 484° E. This moun- 


one mile long and half a mile wide. On its top 
is a large basin, containing water, we should 
judge, during the year. Its top and part of 
its sides were covered with blueberries, although 
thousands of persons have been there, this yeur, 
to pick them. So great is the rush to this moun- 
tain, that a shanty was erected, for the purpose 
of refreshment, which did a good business. 

The scenery from this mountain is very beanti- 
ful, far exceeding any mountain we have visited 
this season, except Speckled Mt. We advise 
that blueberry hunters from Kenncbee shun those 
hot plains and wet bogs where only grow small 
sour berries, and ascend Black Mt., to enjoy the 
pure atmosphere, the beautiful scenery, and the 
fine berries. 

Mollocker is an unimportant mountain, having 
mountains all around higher. It received its 
name from Mary, or Moll Locker, the squaw of 
the last chief of the tribe which inhabited that 
region. Tradition says that Moll Locker buried 
a large quantity of gold on this mountain, and 
that at her death she could not tell the precise 
spot where she hid it, but said that when her 
soul passed through Purgatory and arrived at the 
pearly gates, she would send a trusty Indian, who 
died some time before, to kindle a fire over the 
treasure. A short time after her death, a bright 
light was seen on the mountain, but the treasure 
was never found, and it is sapposed by Indians, 
to this day, that Moll Locker’s spirit came and 
took the gold, to pay her passport through Par- 
gatory. The visit to this mountain was very 


ladies and gentlemen from Jacksonville, Paris, 
ascended with us. There are not berries of any 
amount on Mollecker. 

As we passed through Sumner and Woodstock, 
although the country is mountainous, we found 
some of the finest soil and some noble farms.— 
Here is some of the best orchard suil and situa- 
tion in Maine, and we were irresistibly compelled 
to preach orcharding, and say to the ladies as 
Maj. Wood once said to my mother:—* Eve, tell

The view is uninteresting, having higher moun- 
tains in its immediate vicinity. The only thing 
worthy of note is a most beautiful pool or basin 
in the rock, about 15 rods from the summit, and 
perhaps 30 feet below. The water is very pore, 
and three or four feet deep. No weeds, grass, 
or bushes grow in it. The pool is some six or 
eight rods long, and three or four rods wide.— 
Afier a heavy rain it must be some ten feet deep, 
and, on the whole, is a splendid affair. We 
have often heard of ponds on mountains which 
we have visited, but have seen none except this 
that is worthy the name. We traveled six or 
seven miles, made observation, and returned in 
| four hours, 

| We were favored in our visit to White Cap, 
Rumford, with the company of Deacon Martin, 
,his lady, and two daughters. ‘There are some 
/mountains in the vicinity still higher, but the 
jview is rather beautiful. This mountain re- 
‘ceived its name from its appearance. It isa 
huge, solid rock of white granite, nearly bare.— 
It was once covered with soil and a growth, but 
fire consumed both. How came this vast rock 
covered with soil sufficiently deep for a growth of 
| wood, and so thin that fire consumed it? We 





, hazard our opinion that, at creations birth, it was 
a bare rock,—that the rock decomposed, vegeta- 
tion commenced, and the decomposition of rock 
and vegetation continued until soil accumulated 
sufficient to sustain a growth of timber. 

| The east side is quite abrupt but the south and 
west side slopes, for a mile or two, present an 
inclined plane, over which carriages might pass 
with perfect safety. This renders White Cap 
the most beautiful mountain we ever visited.— 
Where there is soil or turf blueberries grow in 
rich profusion, the largest and sweetest we ever 
saw. Here, likewise, were found wild pears, 
the sweetest and most delicious fruit or berry we 
ever ate. ‘The hint was given in presence of the 
company, not unmindful of the ladies, that the 
farther west we went the sweeter things were. 
In fact wedid not consider gluttony a crime, 
here. 

After concluding our observations and prome- 
nade on the top of the mountain, we descended 
its east side, and in about an hour picked 14 
bushels of blueberries, as big as rifle balls.* In- 
deed, so eager were the party fur this delicious 
berry, that the ladies filled their aprons and the 
gentlemen their hats. 

We were entertained by our host and his fami- 
ly with a rich treat of music. It is always the 
case that people think there is nothing farther 

back. In Europe, nothing in Ametica ; in Mas- 
sachusetts, nothing in Maine ; and in Kennebec, 
nothing up country. But we wish to have it un- 
derstood, henceforth and forever, that there is 
something everywhere. We appreciate the music

Water for the Horse. 

Water should be given toa horse some time 
before using him, never immediately on taking 
him from the stable, or for any violent action, 
| Many a noble animal has been injured by water- 
ing on starting upon a journey. After driving 
| hin a mile he is generally found in a profuse sweat. 
which is commonly avoided, if he drinks a con- 
siderable time before starting. In traveling he 
, Should be permitted to wet his mouth, and take 
_ two or three swallows of water every few miles; 
and when he has performed his labor for a half a 
day he should be gently washed, and rubbed dry, 
‘and be allowed to drink part of a bucket full of 
water; and after eating for half an hour or so, he 
| should drink more plentifully, and eat and rest at 
{least another hour before starting for his after- 
/noon tour. A merciful man regardeth the life of 
‘his beast, and will see that his groom follows the 
directions that he gives him. It too often hap- 
| pens that on a journey, that gentlemen confide 
\the care of their faithful animals to keepers of 
‘the stables. Some however, there are (and we 
_wish their numbers were greatly increased,) who 
j}inake it a part of their duty to see that the keep- 
ers faithfully perform their services; and they 
commonly retuin from long journeys with their 
horses in a better condition than when they com-

We obtain 50 or 60 bushels of corn from an 
acre when we take good care of it and Jet it stand 
for the purpose of saving the grain.

We like the idea of leuing cows have green 
stalks, cut at the foot or at the ear—but we sug- 
gest that more profit may be obtained by saving 
the ears till they are fit for grinding, or at least 
for boiling. For hogs there is not much Joss in 
cutting up at the root as soon as the ears are full. 
They like a variety of food, and for a time they 
thrive well on green corn.

There is much discussion upon the question as 
to the most profitable breed of sheep. One party 
asserts that the true breed is the finest and pur- 


the hard, gummy Merino; a third is opposed to 
all fine wooled sheep, and can only grow the 
South Down; while still another can see no profit 
in any but long wooled and stately Cotswold or 
Leicester; while a great multitude are in favor 
of the mongrels, obtained by a cross from a part 
or all of the kinds mentioned. 


kind of farming, isto make money, to tura the 
annual herbage into cash. 
sheep for the farmer to adopt, will depend in a 
great degree upon his locality. Whether near 
or at a distance from a good market for live stock, 
as large towns, or upon railroads leading thereto; 
whether in a grain growing or a grazing district; 
or in a warm or cold climate. 

It is settled that a fine staple of wool cannot 
be grown upon a profitable carcass for the butcher. 
A large and early maturing sheep like the South 
Down and Cotswold, cannot be made to produce 
‘a fine clothing wool. But the wool they do 

produce is valuable, and brings a remunerating 
price, especially the long wool of the Leicesters. 
The coarser and larger bodied sheep require a 
larger amount of pasture, and cannot be kept in 
large flocks. For the farmer who keeps but few, 
say from 50 tv 100, we should recommend the 
coarse wooled sheep. Many a farmer who can 
keep his 50 or 60 head, could make his two 
dollars annually clear upon each with very little 
trouble. It would require care, and that is what 
|a great many farmers complain of, though con- 
_stantly grumbling about hard times. In a warm 
| climate, and especially at the south, fine wooled 
| Saxons should be preferred. The experience 
of years demonstrates that, in the growing of 
fine wool the south need have no competitor, and 
we feel fully satisfied that it would now be the 
most profitable branch of their agricultural in- 
dustry. There are flocks in that region, which 
produce wool that cannot be surpassed by any 
in Germany. Among them, and perhaps the

| fine Saxon wool grown this side of the Ohio 
river will grow less and less every year. Some 
men who have superior flocks, like our friends, 
| Reed, of Dalton, Ohio, and Ladd, of Richmond,

breeding, will continue them and make them prof- 
itable. But we fear that unless there is some 
great change svon, the Saxon will not spread 
‘north and west.

The best breed of 


Of Butter. 

We are now tu consider the various methods of 
making butter, and some of the questions con- 
nected with its preservation. The whject in 
churning, isto break up the coverings of the 
little globules of butter: this is dene by continued 
dashing and agitation: when it has been contin- 
ued for a certain time, the batter appears first 
in stnall grains, and finally works together into 
lumps. 

Where cream is churned, the best practice 
seems to be, to allow of its becoming slightly 
sour: this sourness takes place in the cheesy 
matter, or casein, that is mixed in the cream, and 
has no effect upon the butter beyond causing its 
more speedy and perfect separation. 

In many dairies the practice isto churn the 
whole milk. This requires larger churns, and 
is best done by the aid of water or animal power; 
it is considered to produce more batier, and this 
is said by some to be finer and of better quality. 
I do not think that there have been any very de- 
cisive experiments upon this point. 

The excellence of butter is greatly influenced 
by the temperature of the milk or cream, at the 
time of churning; if this be either too hot or too 
cold, it is diffieult to get butter at all, and when 
got, it is usually of poor quality. A large num- 
ber of experiments have been made with regard 
to this point, and the result arrived at is,—that 
cream should be churned at a temperature, when 
the churning commences, of from 50 to 55 deg. 
of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. If whole milk is 
used, the temperature should be about 65 deg. 
F. at commencing. In summer, then, cream 
would need cooling, and sometimes in winter a 
litle warmth. It is surprising how the quality 
of the butter is improved by attention to these 
points. I have seen churns made double, so that 
warm water, or some cooling mixture, according 
as the season was winter or summer, might be 
put into the outer part. It will be seen, that in 
whatever way the temperature is regulated, a 
thermometer is a most important accompaniment 
to the dairy. 

The time occupied in churning, is also a matter 
of much consequence. Several churns have been 
exhibited lately, which will make butter in from 
3 to 10 minutes, and these are spoken of as im- 
portant improvements. The most carefully con- 
ducted trials on this point, have shown that as 
the time of churning was shortened, the butter 
grew poorer in quality; and this is consistent with 
reason. Such violent agitation as is effected in 
these churns, separates butter, it is true, but the 
globules are not thoroughly deprived of the casein 
which covers them in the milk; there is con- 
sequently much cheesy matier mingled with the 
butter, which is ordinarily soft, and pale, and 
does not keep well. Uutil the advocates of very 
short time in churning can show that the batter 
made by their churns, is equal in quality to that 
produced in the ordinary time, farmers had betier 
beware how they change their method, lest the 
quality of their butter, and consequently the rep- 
utation of their dairy, be injured. 

Butter contains two kinds of fat. If melted 
in water at about 180 F.. a nearly colorless oi! is 
obtained, which becomes solid on cooling. If 
the solid mass be subjected to pressure ir a strong 
press, at about 60 F’., a pure liquid oil rans out, 
and there remains a solid white fat. The liquid 
fat is called elaine, and the solid fat, margarine. 
These two bodies are present in many other 
animal and vegetable oils and fats. ‘They are 
both nearly tasteless, and when quite pure, will 
keep without change fora long time. In presence 
of certain impurities, however, they do change. 
If great care is not taken in washing and 
working, when making butter, some buttermilk is 
left enclosed in it; the buttermilk, of course con- 
tains casein, the nitrogenous body which we have 
already described; there is also some of the milk 
sugar before mentioned. The casein, like all 
other bodies containing mach nitrogen, is very 
liable to decomposition. This soon ensues, there-

But as this 
sheep travels west it loses this objection, for in 
this state and throughout the west the wool re- 
tains its fineness but loses much of its superfiu- 
ous gum and oil, but none of its vigorous cunsti- 
tution. Crossed upon the common breeds of 
Ohio, Michigan, and the other Western states it 
produces a valuable breed; giving a finer and 
heavier fleece, and a stronger and more healthy 
habit. The breed is not confined to Vermont, 
but may be found in great purity in this state,

This action and consequent changes come on 
more or less rapidly, as the temperature is warmer 
or colder. 

No matter how well the butter is made in 
other respects, if buttermilk be left in it, there 
is always, from the cavses above mentioned, a 
liability to become rancid and offensive. When 
packed in firkins, it will be rancid next to their 
sides and tops; will be injured to 4 greater or legs 
depth, as the air may have obtained access. 
Salting will partially overcome the tendency to 
spoil, bet not entirely, anless the butter is made 
so salt as to be hardly eatable. Another reason 
for much of the poor butter, which is uufortu- 
nately too common, is to be found in the impure 
quality of salt used. This should not contain 
any magoesia vr lime, as both injure the butter; 
they give it a bitter taste, and prevent its keeping 
for any length of time.

A great deal is said about the different modes 
of harvesting corn. The old method is to cut the 
stalks, when the corn is nearly ripe, in order to 
let in the sun to ripen the corn, Seme modern 
farmers have improved upon this method, as many 
believe, by cutting the plants up at the ground 
when the grain is nearly ripe, and putting it inte 
stooks; and when itis well dried, the whole 
carried into the barn and husked. 

We are in favor of the latter mode, and the fol- 
lowing are a few of the reasuns for our preference. 
In the first place, we would premise that the 
whole plant, the top as well as root, is necessary 
to the perfection of the grain, and when the corn 
is so ripe that the plant may be mutilated so far 
as tv cut off the top without injury, the root nay 
| be cut off without injury. 
| We will now show the advantages of the new 
|mode. By eutting up at the ground, or cutting 

off the root, there is far less Jabor than in cutting 
the stalks. One blow of the knife will cut up a 
| hill, but in cutting stalks there must be as many 
| operations to a hill as it contains stalks. Pieces 
| of corn, of about fifty bushels to the acre, and 
| thickly planted, so that there were five or six 
| thousand hills to the acre, have heen cut up at 
the ground at fifty cents per acre, or by a half 
| day's labor. This would require diligent labor, 
we acknowledge. 








About the same labor is 1e- 
quired to tie up, carry together, and stook. Now, 
we would ask, who can in ove day, with moder- 
ate labor, cut, bind up, and stook the top stalks 
on an acre, and in due time gather the corn, and 
cut up the but stalks, and forward the harvesting 
so that the whole can be gathered in as quickly 
as the corn can be hauled in when all is cut up 
together?’ We claim a great advantage for the 
modern mode in point of ecunomy in labor. ‘There 
is no loss of grain by cutting up atthe ground, 
and there is a great saving in the but stalks, 
which become much injured by storms, sun, and 
wind, other wear and tear. 

Besides the usual advantages of cutting up 
| corn, there is a great advantage in this mode of 

harvesting, in saving it from frost, when it ripens 
| late. Corn that is only full in the milk, may be 
cut up when a frost seems to be at hand, and it 

will make good, sweet bread, though rather light; 
| while, if struck with frost at se early a stage, it 
is not fit for man or beast. It is not worth har- 
vesting, for even the pigs will refuse it, 

If corn be cut up on the eve of a frost, it will 
| not be injured while lying in heaps on the ground. 
We have saved corn from a frost by cutting it up 
by moonlight, when the state of the weather indi- 
cated a hard frost. 

We now give the mode of securing corn, as 
practised by Mr. W. Salisbury, of Medfield, and 
trust that it will be useful to many of our readers. 
He cuts his corn when the grain is glazed. Pro- 
vide a good firm stake, and bore two holes at a 
suitable height, as you ean judge from experience. 
These holes should cross each other, and one 
should be just above the other. Into these holes 
put small irom rods; wooden rods will answer by 
having them larger. ‘The rods wil! form across, 
thus, X. 

Stick down this stake, then take the corn, 
about twenty-five hills, without binding into bun- 
dies, and place it equally around the stake, be- 
tween the arms or rods extending from it. 
Equally balanced and properly adjusted, it will 
stand. Remove the stake, and hog close around 
the stook, to press the whole genily together; 
bend over the tops and tie them down, and it is 
done. 

One stake will answer for the whole piece. 
There will be no bundles mouldering under the 
bands, but the whole will be exposed to the air, 
and become well cured. ‘These stooks will gen- 
erally stand the wind and the storms; if well done 
it seldom falls. ‘The fodder will be fine, and the 
grain excellent. 

Some object to cutting up stout corn; but Mr. 
S. remarks that he secured a piece in this way 
last September, that produced, on a little less 
than an acre and a half, one hundred and ninety- 
two baskets of ears, which would make half a 
bushel or more to each basket. He hauls in his 
corn loose, laying the stooks all together into the 
cart, and sets it up loose in the barn, and finds it 
more convenient to hask than buts. 

Mr. 8. saves his fodder by cutting up the stalks, 
and putting it in layers with cut straw, and adds 
a litde salt. He says that it costs less to cut and 
stovk the whole, than to do the same to the top 
stalks. From his piece of less than un acre and 
a half, and a suitable proportion of straw, the 
proportion of which we did not think to get, he 
filled abay of twenty by ten feet, twelve feet 
high, which kept three cows from October to the 
23d of March, in good condition, with only the 
addition of a very little meadow hay.

Cellars. 

Probably one of the chief causes why vegeta- 
bles of certain kinds, particularly carrots, beets 
and turnips, ret so soon after being deported in 
the winter bins, isthe wantof proper care in 
ventilating the cellars in whieh they are deposit- 
ed. The Germans who are famed for their exem- 
plary domestic economy are rigidly circumspect 
in this particular. In all or most of their houses 
there is a communication maintained between the 
cellar and the principal chimney, in order to facil- 
itate the escape of the noxious and stagnant gases 
engendered by the vegetable and other contents. 
It is a well known fact that the air in cellars frum 
its rapid deterioration and impregnation by nause- 
ous miasma, soon becomes highly deleterious to 
health; and to this fact doubtless, is attributa)le, 
in a great measure, the almost uninterrupted il!- 
health of many families among us, buth in town 
and country.

Mr. Smith bas 
been honored with a long personal interview with 
the King of Belgium, who cordially approves of 
it, and earnestly recommends a department of the 
fine arts in your exhibition. Baron Humboldt is 
the warm friend of the undertaking. The fadbric- 
ants and the minister of commerce in France, aud 
the comercial functionaries of Holland, Prussia, 
Saxony, and Bavaria, and all others with whom 
Mr. Sinith has had communication, approve of 
and will assist his designs. He will sail for the 
‘United States in the next steamer, to make ar- 
rangeents at home, but will Jeave anagent here 
to attend to the business in his absence from Eng-

Something done by Congress at last. 

After nine months of noisy talk, Congress 
have concluded to do something, and have there- 
fore, in the space of forty-eiyht hours, passed 
the Texan Boundary BiJI—Bill admitting Cali- 
fornia into the Union—Bill establishing a territo- 
rial government for New Mexico—Bill establish- 

- ing a territorial government for Utah. 

It is not our province in this place to expatiate

done in one week during the first of the session, 
as in nine months after its commencement. This 
protraction of public business, and monstrous 
waste of the people’s time and money, are very 
reprehensible. 1f they don’t clear out soon, the 
coming session will commence before they Jeave 
their seats, and they may be considered the “rump 
parliament” in good earnest.

At Read- 
ing, eleven lives were lost by the great storm and 
flood; at Tamagua, thirty-six bodies have been

_Heckly forge, thirteen persons, eight of them 
women, were drowned. The number of build- 
ings destroyed at Reading were twenty-five brick

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three stables, workshops and offices—imaking al. 


total of one hundred and nine buildings destroyed. 
The aggregate loss at Reading is estimated at 
$500,000. 
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er, flat , seven of us started, on the 22d 
of April, from the vessel, up the Sacramento 
river. One of the company was afraid to go in 
the boat, she was se much filled up with bedding, 
provisions, and clothing, and so he backed out. 
We rigged a sail to her, and she proved to be 
very firm. Crossing Suisan Bay, we had it very 
rough ; some were frightened. We went up as 
far as Marysville, at the mouth of the Yuba riv- 
er, where it empties into Feather river, which is 
190 miles from the city. We were two weeks 
getting up, and it was the hardest and most fa- 
tiguing work I ever did. The current was 
from six to eight knots an hour against us. The 
steamboats charge $35,00 up as far as we went, 
which I would sooner pay than go up as we did. 
At Marysville, we hired a teamster with four 
yokes of cattle to haul our provisions and bed- 
ding to this place. We had 2450 Ibs., and paid 
him ten and one-half cents per }b.—total, $257,- 
25. Itis fifty miles, and it took us two anda 
half days to perform the journey, and it almost 
tovk my life from me. I was taken the day be- 
fore we started with dysentery, which turned 
into the bloody flux after I commenced walking, 
and took all my strength from me. By making 
great efforts I kept up with the team, and suc- 
ceeded in getting here, much reduced. Lad I 
been at home, | could have died willingly. By 
care I got over it in ten days: since then | have 
been very rugged and hearty—as much so as any 
one at the mines. All who go to the mines are 
subject to the disease, and very few escape it,— 
all our company have had it. 

Since we have been in the mines we have 
done nothing to speak of —have not earned 
enough to pay our board, if we had been com- 
pelled to buy it at the rate at which they are sell- 
ing provisions here. We were lucky enough to 
bring ours with us. Pvtatoes have been sold 
here for 75 cents per }b.—they are worth 50 ets. 
now ; beans, 50 cents per lb. ; pork, 45; fresh 
beef, 3010 40; dried apples, 60; coffee, 75; 
and every thing else in proportion. Since | have 
been here, I have dug seven ounces of gold, 
which is worth $16 an ounce—it is worth more 
in the States. Keene dug about the same—the 
rest fell short. Roberts got only five or six dol- 
lars. We are in hopes we shall do better now, 
as the rivers are getting lower. We dug ours 
principally on dry diggings—that is, on the banks 
of the small streams that empty into the river. 

The manner of getting the gold is this: We 
dig a hole (as you would dig a well) down until

we come to the ledge, which is from two to fif- 
teen feet deep: if there is any gold in it, we 
find it in seams or holes next the ledge: we take 
the dust next the ledge and in the crevices, and 
put itinto a tin pan and carry it down to the 
stream and wash it out. The gold is so much 
heavier than the dirt, that by putting the pan into 
the water and shaking it, it works to the bottom 
of the pan—turn off the dirt, and there you find 
it—if you have any—in the pan. The biggest 
lump I have got weighs $6,70. If we have 
much earth to wash, we use our gold-washers, 


way—the earth runs through -a seive, and the 
gold is stopped by a bar. 

Ido not believe those who are engaged in 
mining here will clear fifty cents each, per day. 
Some get their piles—the rest are anxious, so 
much so that many get broken down, and it is 
doubtful if they ever get over it. I have under- 
stood that a great many die after they return to 
the States. In this town there are two hundred 
people, the majority from New England, (twen- 
ty-five from Maine,) who are al! well disposed. 

I am glad that H did not come out with 
us: those who are subject to rheumatism soffer 
a great deal from it. We have had only one 
shower since we have been here. The days are 
80 warm that we cannot work from 11, A. M., 
to 3, P.M. The nights are very cold. 1 sleep 
with a guod comforter and a blauket over me. 

Advise every one to stay at home. Had my 
health been first rate when I left home, I should 
have cursed the day I left. I believe ninety-nine 
out of every hundred, could they be placed at 
home, as they were when they left, would offer 
up thanks, the remainder of their lives, fur being 
safely delivered. 1 intend w stop here from two 
to three months, or go over to the Middle Fork, 
where they say the diggings are better. I may, 
however, alter my mind, and go down to the 
Bay or city, but I think not, if my health re- 
mains good. If I wait until the water gets 
down low, I shall have a chance to get to the bed 
of the river, where the most of the gold is found.”’ 

We have plenty of Indians around, but they 
dare not interfere with us. We have two tribes, 
one on each side, who are at war with each oth- 
er. Last fall the tribe south of us wanted the 
tribe north to join them, in driving the Yankees 
off, or killing them, which they refused to do. 
This caused war between them. About four 
weeks ago they killed the chief of the North 
tribe. Last week they had a great battle, one 
hundred and two hundred on a side, about ten 
miles from here. Ten men belonging to this 
place were passing by while they were fighting ; 
they stopped and looked on an hour. They 
fought across a ravine, (ithe country abounds in 
them,) with bows and arrows, as those are the 
only weapons any of them have to fight with. 
Ten Yankees with double-barreled guns and re- 

-volvers, would frightea an army of five hundred 
‘of them. They don't like revolvers, thinking 
they will always go. The men came away and 
left them fighting—two or three of them had

Distressing Railroad Accident. 

An accident oecurred to the afiernoon passen- 
ger train of Mooday of last week, from Albany 
to Springfield, near the Washington summit, 
about six miles this side of Piusfield, by which 
three passengers were instantly killed, and sev- 
eral others were seriously injured. ‘The follow- 
ing particulars of the disaster are given by the 
Springfield Republican : 

While going at the rate of 26 miles the hour, 
the forward axle of the second passenger car 
broke, letting it dewn upon the track; and jn this 
condition at was dragged along ata rapid rate of 
speed for at Jeast three hundred yards—the broken 
axle, truck, &c., breaking through the floor and 
flying up among the crowded passengers; the 
car at the same time bounding and grinding 
along, partly on its remaining wheels and partly 
on the uack and sleepers. 

The scene that was witnessed in the cars, 
among the passengers, it is impossible to describe. 
All was the most terrible confusion. Scarcely 
any escaped injury in some degree, and three 
were killed outright 

The killed were Col. S. J. Mumford, a lawyer 
of New York city; Miss Roessle, of Albany, 
daughter of the proprietor of the Delevan House ; 
and Mr. Whittemore, of Leicesier, Mass. 

Jumes Hagerman was badly injured—one leg 
broken—and was taken away ona litter. Amasa 
Richardson, of North Adams, was much hurt by 
the handle of one of the seats being thrust into 
the fleshy part of his leg. 

Three ladies were seriously injured, and ren- 
dered unable to proceed; but they were well cared 
fur at the place of the accident. 

A number of others were injured, but it is 
hoped, and believed, as yet, butslightly. Among 
these was Mrs. Col. Dwight, of Stockbridge. 

Col. Mumford, one of those killed, was accom- 
panied by a young daughter, whuse bodily imju- 
ries were not serious, but whose mental agony at 
finding her beloved parent and only present friend 
stricken down in a horrid death, who can tell? 
Her conduct is deseribed as most heart-rending 
on seeing the mangled and lifeless corpse of her 
father drawn from the ruins of the car. 

When the train was finally stopped, the car to 
which the accident occurred was almost an entire 
wreck. ‘The wheels were all torn off, thérbottom 
broken through, and the seats smasied up. The 
bodies of the killed were mixed up with the 
wreck, and it was some time before they could 
be extricated. When they were found, they 
, -=wed to be dreadfully mangled and torn. 

The third car was detached from the second 
just before the train was brought to a stand, and 
stopped short of the latter. But for this, it with 
its passengers may have shared, in part, the fate 
of those before them.

Carais.— Straits of Dover, Wednesday Evening. 
‘The interesting experiment of sinking the sub- 
marine electrical telegraph between this port and 
Calais, was commeaced this morning at half past 
10 o'clock, at which hour the Goliah steamship 
was brought within the harbor. The Goliah 
steamed out to the Government pier with her tel- 
egraphic tackle and apparatus on board. The 
connection between the 30 miles of telegraphic 
wire, one tenth of an inch in diameter, and en- 
cased ina covering of gutta percha, coiled around 
a large cylinder, 15 feet by 7, was then made 
with the 300 yards of the same wire, enclosed in 
a leaden tube op shure, to prevent it being braised 
by the shingle on the beach, and to enable the 
experimenters, as they proceeded out to sea, to 
send communications on shore, 

The vessel steamed out at the rate of about

Spain AND THe Unirep Strates.— Madrid, 
Aug. 17. The state of relations between Spain 
and the United States is, we learm, at the present 
moment, far from satisfactory. The Cabinet of 
Washington has recently addressed to its repre- 
sentative at the Court of Madrid, a note couched 
in language of unusual energy, complaining of 
the arrest of several citizens of the United States 
in Cuba, on presumption of their having favored 
the piratical expedition of General Lopez. The 
Government of the United States has every rea- 
sun to believe that many of these citizens are 
entirely and absolutely foreign to all proceedings 
connected with that movement. The American 
charge d’affaires has had several interviews with 
Senor Pidal relative to this affair, and has just 
sent off a special courier to London with des- 
patches fur the Government of the United States. 

It is thought that the answer of the Cabinet of 
Madrid, which is reported in this communica- 
tion, will be deemed far from satisfactory at 
Washington. We are, therefore, looking out 
fur a storm in this quarter. Itseems by no means 
impossible that, if the American citizens unjustly 
inearcerated in Cuba are not speedily liberated, a 
more formidable demonstration than that of Lo- 
pez will astonish the eyes of the natives at Ha- 
vana in the shape of an American squadron.

RELATIONS BETWEEN THE Unirep States ano

Shippers in Portu- 
guese vessels may be assured there is at present 
no risk of American reprisals.”’ 

Tre Peace Concress at Franxrort. This 
Congress asseinbled and commenced business at 
Frankfort, on Thursday, in the Paulskirene. 
The majority of the members were Englishmen 
and Americans. There were, however, many 
French and German representatives present.— 
Dr. Jaup, of Darmstadt, was elected President. 
The chief speakers during the day were the Rev. 
J. Durnet, of Chamberwall, M. Emile Girardin, 
M. Bonnet, (pastor of the French Protestant 
Church at Frankfort,) and Mr. Cobden, M. P. 

It is worthy of remark that General Haynau, 
who commanded the Austrian troops in the Hun- 
garian war, and who has frequently been de- 
nounced by Mr. Cobden as *‘the butcher Hay- 
nan,’’ was present during part of the sitting.

Whose empire o’ershadows Atlantic’s wide breast, 
And opes to the sunset its gateway of gold! 
The land of the mountaia, the land of the lake, 
Aul rivers that roll in magnificent ti le— 
Where the souls of the mighty from slumber awake, 
And hallow the soil for whose freedom they died! 
Thou Cradle of Empire! though wide be the foam 
Toat severs the land of my fathers and thee, 
T hear, from thy besom, the welcome of home, 
For song has a home in the hearts of the free. 
And loug as the waters shall gleam in the sun, 
And long as thy heroes remember their scars, 
Be the hande of thy children united as one, 
And peace shed ber light on the Banuver of Stars! 
Her pronunciation of the English was very 
pretty, and the way in which she execuied the 
cadenza at the close, called down thunders of ap- 
plause. ‘This was the termination of the concert, 
and she was called for by the audience and vehe- 
mently cheered, when the last shower of bouquets 
fell upon the stage, and she withdrew, bowing 
gracefully to the audience. 
Here there were loud cries of **where’s Barnum?”’ 
Mr. Barnum appeared and made an address 
which was enthusiastically cheered, after which 
the assembly withdrew in the most perfect order, 
without crowding or confusion. 





Ovurraces in Pattapetputa. The Philadel- 
phia Bulletin of 10th contains an iccount of the 
fireman's riot in that city on the previous night. 
The wheelwright and blacksmith shop of Jno. 
Neuhauser, corner of South and Willow streets, 
was set on fire, and, with all its machinery, fix!- 
ures, tools, material, work, &c. totally destroyed. 
Loss $1000; insurance $300. ‘The fire was 
evidently kindled to draw out the Good Will 
Hose, in order to afford an opportunity to retali- 
ate fur a recent grudge. As that company was 
coming down to the scene of the conflagration, 
they were attacked by a party in waiting at the 
corner of Willow and Lombard. ‘They were 
first saluted with a shower of brickbats. A volley 
of five or six pistols immediately succeeded. 
Four or five persons were injured. A young 
man, residing in the Northeastern part of the city, 
by the name of Andrew Little, was shot and 
seriously wounded. The carriage of the Hose 
company was captyred and badly injured. George 
Linton and John MeDougal, belonging to a no- 
torious gang called the mountaineers, were ar- 
rested. . 

On the same night, John Dean and Joseph 
Allen, who interfered to protect a female from 
a gang of rowdies, were badly injured. Mr. Dean 
was shot, and is not expected to recover. Mr. 
Allen was struck with a slung shot, and was in- 
sensible at the last accounts. [Boston Journal.
